Full Reserve Team Urged

WASHINGTON.—The Secretary 
of Defense has “suggested” to the 
Army that draftees and two-year 
Reservists who do not go into drill- 
ing units after leaving-active duty 
should serve out their full obli- 
gated term of three years in the 
Ready Reserve. 

Six-month trainees also should 
serve theig,full statutory term of 
obligated-service in the Ready Re- 
serve, Defense maintains, if ‘they 
are prevented through any cause 
from participating in weekly _unit 
drills 

At present, such men finishing 
two years of duty in -the active 
Army may join a National Guard 
unit within 60 days, or, 30 days 
later face mandatory assignment to 
an Army Reserve unit.. After two 
years in Ready. Reserve status, they 
will beeome -eligible for transfer 
to the Standby Reserve in which’

‘Went RA‘ 


WASHINGTON — The inequity 
resulting from last March’s Com- 
troller General decisions on the 
circumstances under which an 
integrated officer is eligible for 
mustering out payments is under 
study by the Army with the possi- 
bility that Congress will be asked 
in its next session to equalize the 
situation for’ all. 

Army officials in the office of the 
deputy chief of staff for Personnel 
and the chief of Finance have been 
receiving letters (as has Army 
Times) from men trying to get the 
GAO decisions clear in their minds. 

These officials say that the in- 
equity has caused considerable 
hard feeling, misunderstanding and 
confusion. 

The current situation is pre- 
sented in a statement prepared by 
finance officials at the request of 
Army Times. That statement forms 
the conclusion of this story. 

These officials point out that the 
Comptroller General’s decision 
was based on the letter of the 
mustering out pay law. It is 
traditional that where the Comp- 
troller General can give what he 
considers a clear interpretation of 
the letter of the law, he disregards 
either equity or the intent of Con- 
gress in passing a law. It is only 
when the law appears ambiguous 
or unclear that he goes behind the 
language of a law to the Congres- | 
sional report and the hearings on} 
it.

Under the service interpreta- 
tion, these men received a “‘first 
reenlistment” bonus. The reen- 
listment allowance paid them 
(after October, 1949), was con- 
sidered a bonus. . 

In March 1955, the Comptroller 


General. ruled that an allowance 

was in fact a bonus, that men who 

were paid for a first reenlistment 

after receiving an allowance after 

October 1949, had been overpaid 

and owed the government money. 
* . * 

THE 1954 reenlistment bonus 
bill. set bonuses on a sliding scale. 
For a first. reenlistment, the 
bonus is equal to a month's pay 
for each year for which a man 
reenlists; for the second reenlist- 
ment the bonus is worth two-thirds 
of a month’s pay for each year 
for which the man reenlists; for 
the third reenlistment the bonus 
is worth one-third of a month’s 
pay for-each year. Maximum of 
|$2000 can be paid in reenlistment 
boanues for all reenlistments 
throughout a man’s career and no 
bonus is paid for. reenlistments 
beyond 20 years total service.

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Services Education 
Programs Win Praise 


By BOB BAECHTOLD 
WASHINGTON—A complete review of the Army’s on 
and off duty education program recently was presented to 
members of a House subeommittee on special education, 


Lt. Col. Curnel 8, Hampton, of- 
fiee of the Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Personnel, and Lt, Col. Richard 
E. Eggleton, with the deputy chief 
of Staff for Reserve Components, 
appeared before the group which is 
gathering information to be used in 
determining federal policy in re- 


gard to scholarships and other 
, forms of aid to education. 

Another group which investi- 
gated armed strvices education 
was the President’s committee on 
education beyond the high school. 
In a recently published report this 
body praised the various programs 
for their “significant contribution 
to the nation’s skilled manpower 
resources.” 

The 35 member committee, made 
up of educators and business lead- 
ers, surveyed the broad field of 
higher education and concluded 
that “a notable contribution to the 
training and development of clvil- 
ian technical skills has been made 
by the armed forces.” 

It was pointed out that in the 20 
month ‘period between July 1954 
and March 1956, 250,000 young 
men were returned to civilian life 
with usable skills acquired in the 
service. Of the total amount of 
skills training provided by the mili- 
tary, about 60 percent has civilian 
application, principally in the var- 
jous technological fields. 

~~ ~ o 


INCREASING EMPHASIS on 
technical training has been a trend 
observed in all services since War 
II, and is responsible for a steady 
growth in the importance of tech- 
nical know-how at the expense of 
more conventional military skills. 

The bulk of the Army’s special- 
ist training is acquired in service 
sehools and in courses of study at 
civilian institutions selected be- 
cause they better prepare an offi- 
cer or enlisted man to fill a speci- 
fic assignment. 

The basic difference between 
the service schools and the after 
duty hours program of college and 
USAFI courses is in the goal they 
are striving to achieve, The serv- 
ice schools are designed to pre- 
pare a man to perform a specific 
military job, and he is sent to 
school on a full-time duty basis to 
receive this training. 

~ * + 

THE OTHER program is intend- 
ed to serve the individual rather 
than the interests of the military, 
and courses entirely unrelated to 
military needs are offered. More 
than 230,000 servicemen annually 
undertake correspondence courses 
offered by civilian institutions, and 
200,000 are enrolled each year in 
college level classroom study. 

In duty areas where regular fa- 
cilities are not available, another

A SLIGHT INCREASE in the 
number of civilian instructors in 
Army service schools has been 
noted since the growing impor- 
tance of technology has made it- 
self felt. 

Most service schools have both 
military and civilian instructors, 
and try to adhere to the general 
Army policy of replacing a soldier 
with a civilian wherever possible 
so that the soldier can be released 
to perform duties of a strictly mili- 
tary nature. However, the success 
of such a policy depends in large 
part upon adequate budget appro- 
priations and recent action has in- 
dicated a contraction rather than 
an expansion in the employment 
of DA civilians. 

As for the role of civilians in 
Army education programs at pres- 
ent, the extremes can be seen in 
the language schools— where vir- 
tually all of the more than 600 
teachers are civilians—and in the 
tactical branch schools, where 
nearly all instructors are officers 
and EM. 

Most, however, have a more even 
balance, such as the Signal School 
at Fort Monmouth, N. J., with 425 
military, 450 civilians, and 40 tech- 
nical representatives of the indus- 
tries which build the complex 
equipment used at the training 
center.

Army, USAF Fliers Rescue 
Freighter Crew in Arctic 


THULE, Greenland — An inter- 
service Arctic air rescue team 
made up of men from Thule, 
Greenland, and Keflavik, Iceland, 
rescued 23 persons from the strick- 
en Norwegian freighter Polar- 
bjoern (polar bear) Aug. 28-29. 

The Polarbjoern left the weather 
station at Cape Berghaus, Green- 
land Aug. 14 bound for its home 
port of Aslesund, Norway. It en- 
countered flees of pack ice in the 
sea lanes east of Greenland and 
soon became frozen in. Attempts 
to break free were unsuccessful 
and the ship drifted with the ice 
for seven days, waiting for an 
opening. 

On Aug. 24 the Polarbjoern suf- 
fered severe damage as the ice 
floes closed together, crushing the 
wooden hull. The captain, John 
Giaever, radioed to Mestersvig, a 
Danish vilfage, and requested heli- 
copter rescue of his passengers and 
crew who had evacuated the ship 
and were living on the ice. 

Air Rescue personnel at Keflavik 
were notified and they radioed the 
55th Air Rescue Squadron = at 
Thule, which immediately planned 
to undertake the mission.

THE CHOPPER LANDED op the 
ice and the survivors, al] in good 
spirits, were told they would have 
to wear survival suits and would 
be evacuated four at a time. 

Two days were required for the 
mission, with the SC-54 con- 
tinuously circling overhead carry- 
ing survival equipment and para- 
medics, in case the helicopter 
should need emergency aid.

The PX and You 


In four recent issues, a trade journal 
called “Women’s Wear Daily” set out to re- 
capitulate in a series of articles the lohg and 
continuing fight between civilian retail as- 
sociations and the Army and Air Force Post 
Exchange’ System. The writer, Lloyd 
Schwartz, tried to present a fair assessment 
of the claims made by both sides on the 
general question of: “Have the PXs grown 
too big and will they get bigger?” But, since 
this very question has generated consider- 
able heat in the past during debates before 
committees of Congress, it is not surprising 
that a man’s writing hand should stumble 
over it a time or two. Such as, for example, 
where the PXs are called “big business” in 
one article while in a later piece it is admitted 
that PX volume constitutes just a fraction 
of one percent of private retailing. 

Be that as it may, the series impressed 
us as providing a good take-off point for an- 
other attack against the institution of the 
PX, come 1958. Indeed, the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association had prepared, for 
presentation to Congress this year, legisia- 
tion sharply curtailing PX operations, but 
decided not to give it to a Democratic Con- 
gress. However, there is no doubt that re- 
tailers and their representatives feel that 
nothing short of a full-scale investigation, 
and some sort of legislative curb on the post 
exchange, is a “must.” NRDGA spokesmen, 
as a matter of fact, have already asked Con- 
yzress to answer these questions: 

“What should be the function of military 
stores?” 

“What should their future be?” 

“Where does this expansion end?” 

Aside from the fact that these queries 
are hopefully “loaded” in a direction the 
NRDGA wishes Congress to take in its reply, 
they’re legitimate .enough, we suppose. The 
question as to function, of course, has been 
answered to the satisfaction of evervone ex- 
cept the retail groups by the armed forces’ 
statement that the PX has been set up: 

@ To generate profits for the recreation 
and welfare fund. 

@ To provide a convenient and attrac- 
tive source of items of convenience and com- 
fort, and thereby maintain a spirit of com- 
younity life and high morale. 

@ To provide merchandise at cheaper 
than ordinary retail prices in order to supple- 
ment the service pay of underpaid military 
personnel. 

What the trade groups really hope to get 
from Congress, we believe, is an affirmation 
of their own conviction that PXs are now 
“junior department stores” and “super- 
markets,” selling goods far beyond the “con- 
venience and necessity” standard originally 
set up. 

It occurs to us that, every time the argu- 
ment has come up in the past, Congress has 
been bombarded with facts and figures which 
treat the problem as one of cold economics. 
We believe it is more than that. It is an in- 
iensely human problem since it centers on 
the daily lives of so many men and women 
for whom the post exchange and its goods 
are dollar-and-cents realities. Yet almost 
never are these people allowed a voice in 
what is to be done with THEIR PX. 

To help fill this vacuum, Army Times 
would like readers to write and tell us this: 
*What the PX and Commissary Mean to Me.’ 

We will pay $25 for each short essay we 
print. None can be returned, unless accom- 
panied by postage, but we hope to put all of 
them together in a portfolio for presentation 
to Pentagon planners to help them—and Con- 
vress—toward a decision in future contro- 
versies centering on the PX question.

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Weakened NCO Corps

A non-commissioned officer should have 
the desire to take a group of men and, 
through training and leadership, transform 
them into disciplined soldiers. Anyone 
lacking this desire should be a specialist 
rather than an NCO 

Since the end of World War II a vast 
number of our top-ranking non-commis- 
sioned officers have been permitted to oc- 
cupy positions which bear no command 
responsibilities. The respect and responsi- 
bility of command is a must, if the prestige 
of the NCO corps ever is to be restored. 

A master sergeant, whose chief duty is 
to supervise the activities of children at 
play, can hardly know or fully comprehend 
the mission of the Army. 

Many units have sergeants first class 
filling the posts of first sergeant, but the 
local NCO club is liable to have several 
master sergeants working as bartenders. 
There are SFCs and master sergeants 
whose primary duty is to sniff unit gar- 
bage cans. Of course, they have suitable 
titles — mess inspectors. 

These are only a few of the more 
obvious examples. There are many more: 
chaplains’ assistants, generals’ drivers, 
BOQ orderlies, photographers, athletic di- 
rectors, message center clerks, finance per- 
sonnel, TI&E personnel and many more. 

a * * 

THESE MEN have béen drifting from 
one such job to another until most of them 
have lost contact with the basis of the NCO 
corps, leadership. 

Secure in their own little worlds, these 
non-comg have no desire to assist in the 
training and discipline of the troops. Phy- 
sical training is a punishment; dismounted 
drill is an unpleasant chore. Posters and 
signs are assuming the responsibilities 
which formerly. rested in the NCO corps: 

“Soldier, are you dressed properly?” 

“Do you need a haircut?” 

“Are your shoes shined?” 

These are signs common to every Army 
post. Signs of this nature were originally 


designed to relieve the NCO of the burden 

of repetition. However, in the wake of 

this program there came a slackening of 

direct supervision and an almost complete 

dependence on such poster type policies.

REPRESENTATIVE of this laxity is the 
recent institution of courtesy patrols in 
towns and cities near Army posts. Had 
the NCOs attended to the discipline of 
soldiers off-post, there would be no need 
for special details to police unruly GIs. Un- 
fortunately, many who wear stripes during 
duty hours are habitual uniform violators 
themselves. 

However, the gravest misfortune is that 
personnel of this caliber have been able 
to drift into responsible positions at higher 
headquarters. They are extremely care- 
ful to isolate themselves from the daily 
grind of the suldier. The welfare of the 
troops is supposedly not their responsi- 
bility, To eat one meal a day in the mess 
hall would be to dethrone themselves, so

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Why Mandatory 
Class Q Allotments? 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex: | 
lived for some time in temperary 
housing here. The wife and I man- 
aged to save some money and buy 
furniture enough for a five-room 
house. So, we moved out of tempor- 
ary housing and rented a place in 
the Wherry housing development 
here on post. 

On July 10, the necessary paper 
work went forward requesting a 
Class Q allotment from my pay. 
Well, they took the required $80 
from my pay and here it is Sep- 
tember 10 and still no Class Q 
allotment check from Indianapolis. 

So what happens? I’m listed as 
“slow pay” by my crediters and 
end up with a poor credit rating— 
through no fault of my ewn. Just 
another victim of the mandatery 

“Class Q allotment.” 

This happens every time there 
is a change of any kind in the a)- 
lotment—from amount te ehange 
of address. 

What I would like to know is 
just WHY does the Army insist 
upon mandatory Class Q allot- 
ments? As far as I’m concerned, I'd 
be a lot better off drawing my 
allowance across the 
board. The mandatory Class Q is 
a gross insult to a man’s pride, his 
moral character and his usefulness 
to the service. ; 

In addition, the tremendous 
bookkeeping load this pregram 
generates is a total waste ef time. 
money and manpower. It is nething 
short of ridiculous to ‘insist that a 
man, because he chooses to wear 
his country’s uniform, is incapable 
of handling his own financial af- 
fairs. If he is that stupid, then he 
has no place in a modern army. 

The answer to this question a)- 
“ways turns out to be: “If we pay 
the quarters allowance acress the 
board, some men will go eut and 
spend the money, or lose it in a 
poker game, and the wife and kid- 
dies will be without funds. 

My answer is “So what?” Of 
what concern is it tu the Army how 
a man spends his money? If the 
Army is really concerned, then the 
man who is so callous, or se stupid, 
or so weak is definitely unsuitable 
and should be boarded out, He is 
not the type of man the Army 
wants today. 

However, you show me one map 
who drinks or gambles his money 
away each month and I’) shew you 
at least 1000 who don’t. 

Looking at it from another stand- 
point, do General Motors, Precter 
and Gamble or any other organiza- 
tion send half of a man’s paycheck 
to his wife to be sure that her 
husband will provide for her? Dc 
local police or fire departments de 
this? Is this required of any -other 
government employee, elected or 
appointed? 

What makes the military man 
much different? Is he a breed 
apart? I think not. If a man can be 
relied upon to perform efficiently, 
the duties of. a non-commissioned 
officer, surely he can be relied 
upon to take care of those he loves. 
If you can trust him in battle with 
the life of your son, can’t you trust 
him to provide for his own family?

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How ‘Typical’ Civilian Incomes Compare With Military

(Third in a series of articles on the value of a 


military career) 


Let’s admit that it’s impossible to compare military and 
civilian pay. Having made this admission, let’s do it—just 


for kicks. 

In the first two columns in this 
series, I’ve talked only of militaty 
pay and the total gross cash value 
over the entire lifetime of a ca- 
“reer officer or 


cash value 
of a civilian ca- 
reer? 

There are too 
many of them 
to really tell, 
to begin with. 
So let's limit e go é 
the survey to cars 
five fields, which BOURJAILY 
might be con- 
sidered in some ways comparable 
with military life or demands, and 
four that compare to officer careers.

FIRST, let’s take a look at the 
television service and repairman. 
Assuming he starts work at age 
20 (the same age at which we 
started our enlisted men on mili- 
tary careers), he will take in, 
in’ pay only over the next 45 years, 
$211,750. On retiring at age 65, 
he will draw up to $25,350.40 in 
social security until he dies at age 
79. His total lifetime earnings 
thefefore come to about .$237,000. 


Thig assumes that. there is no 
company retirement plan, that he 
remains salaried throughout his 
life and that he works fulltime 
from age 20 to age 65. 


(The figures used as a basis for 
these computations, by the way, 
come from background material 
supplied to the Cordiner Commit- 
tee. The same assumptions are 
made as these that the committee 
made with respect to starting sal- 
aries, rate of promotion, etc.).

OTHER typical civilian jobs: 

Shipping clerk — $191,290, plus 
social security. or $217,000. 

Draftsmaa,— $237,370, plus so- 
cial security, or $263,000. 

Truck driver — $200,250,. plus 
social security, on $226,000. 

Airplane mechanic — $238,520, 
plus social security, or $264,000. 

To find a camparison for officers 
that was meaningful was more diffi- 
cult than finding one for enlisted 
personnel. In fact, the compari- 
sons cited above must be explained 
and examined. But comment on 
the enlisted comparison will wait 
until the officer comparison is 
made. 

Every two years for the past 











six years, the National Society of 
Professional Engineers has put out 
an income and. salary survey. It 
shows that as of today, a young man 
starting out ds an’ engineer and 
earning the average, as of today, 
throughout his life, would have a 
gross income, beginning at age 23 
and retiring at age 65, as follows 
in the following fields: 

Design engineer — $370,520, 
plus social security, or $396,000. 

Engineer in an executive or ad- 
ministrative job -throughout his 
life—$477,970, plus social security, 
or $503,000. 

Engineer following a “typical” 
career, combining design, produc- 
tion, sales and executive and ad- 
ministrative jobs — $479,880, plus 
social security, or $505,000. 

R&D engineer $404,040, plus so- 
cial security, or $430,000. 

. om a 

FROM these figures, it appears 
that the average income for fields 
which are somewhat comparable to 
enlisted careers is about $242,500. 
It will be argued that engineer 
careers aren’t the only ones follow- 
ed by men who would be expected 
to be officers if they chose the mili- 
tary. This is true, but there are 
many careers for which the gross 
lifetime income is higher tharan 
engineering career (specifically, 
medical,: legal, accountancy) and 
others where the gross lifetime in- 
come is lower. 

But engineering today is not far 
from the type of career that a man 
who can make a success of an of- 
ficer career in military service 
would be expected to follow. 

Averaging the gross income of 
those detailed above, we find that 
an engineer career is worth about 
$458,000. 


* 2 * 


IN BOTH the enlisted and offi- 


cer type civilian careers, a lot is 
left out. One study supplied to the 
Cordiner Committee said that more 
is spent by civilian industry each 
year on fringe benefits per indi- 
vidual than is spent by the mili- 
tary. This same study pointed out 
that retirement plans are increas- 
ingly available in private industry. 

It seems safe to conclude that 
while the figures developed in 
earlier columns are maximum fig- 
ures for the value of a military car- 
eer, those developed above for of- 
ficer type and enlisted type ci- 
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vilian careers are at best median or 
average, and pérhaps even mini- 
mum figures, assuming in all cases 
that the individual involved would, 
had he chosen military service, fol- 
low the military career to a con- 
clusion. 
s * + 

IN AN EARLIER column, we 
concluded that a valid figure would 
result from dividing the total mili- 
tary and after-retirement income 
from civilian sources by the num- 
ber of years from entry into mili- 
tary service to death. This figure, 
we said, would give a “fair” an- 
nual average salary value for mili- 
tary service. 

I am no longer persuaded that 
this is true. Instead, I would take 
the total active duty income, add to 
it the amount that an individual 
would have to pay annually for an 
annuity: which would pay him the 
monthly income beginning on re- 
tirement date that he gets in re- 
tired pay, add also social security 
and expected income from civilian 
sources, Here's the result: 


For the 20-year enlisted career, 
the average annual value of the 
military career is $4200 (gross 
value about $222,000). 

For the 30-year enlisted career, 
the annual average is about $4500 
(gross value about $242,000). 

For the 20-year officer career, the 
annual average is about $7625 
(gross value about $381,000). 








And for the 30-year officer car- 
eer, the annual average is some- 
thing like $8420 (gross value $438,- 
000). 


‘AGAINST THIS, and without 
adding any value for possible ci- 
vilian retirement or other benefits, 
our average enlisted type civilian 
career is worth about $4500 a year 
(gross value about $242,500). Our 
average officer type civilian career 
is worth about $8800 a year (gross 
value about $458,000). 

While the comparison of officer 
military to officer type civilian 
career has a rather high degree of 
validity, that of the enlisted career 
does not. Reason is that in the 
officer career, leadership and pro- 
motion are recognized to a far 
greater extent than in the enlisted 
comparison, The man who will 
make master sergeant is unlikely 
to be satisfied with or to remain a 
truck driver with no promotion and 
no pay gaises during the last 30 
years of his productive life.

YET EVEN SO, figuring not only 
the annuity value of retirement pay 
and requiring our soldier to work 
from the time of retirement until 
he becomes eligible for social se- 
curity, we fird that an enlisted car- 
eer in military service is barely 
comparable to a similar civilian 
career; that an officer career is

financially less attractive than an 
engineering career as a civilian. 


Next week I want to examine 
these conclusions a little more 
carefully and to consider some of 
the other aspects of a military com- 
pared to a civilian career. From 
this will come a few. suggestions 
which could: 

@ Increase military career at- 
tractiveness from the financial 
point of view; 

® Provide a monetary solution 
to the “early release” problem; 

@ Increase the income of im-

on medicare, which began last De- 
cember. Issued last week, the re- 
port covers the period up to 1 July. 

No early recommendations for 
changing or enlarging the program 
are contemplated, the report made 
clear, declaring that more study 
is needed to evaluate it. 

The report said that, as of 1 July, 
some 103,595 civilian hospital bill 
claims had been received in the 
central medicare office here, Dur- 
ing the same period 127,902 physi- 
cians’ bills were received. 

These were virtually all from 
Stateside hospitals. Overseas, 
where military facilities are still 
used almost exclusively, only 89 
approved claims had been counted. 

Maternity cases head the patient 
list and tonsillectomies are second. 
Average cost to the government 
(physician and hospital bills) is 
$224 in uncomplicated maternity 
cases, with the average stay in hos- 
pital being four to five days.

A SPECIAL eight-state survey 
showed an average hospital-physi- 
cian bill of $209 for all types of 
cases. To these are added “admin- 
istrative costs” charged by Blue 
Cross and Mutual of Omaha, which 
handle fiscal aspects of the pro- 
gram for the government. 

The patient pays only a small 
portion of the total cost. 


Defense said that many service

families, replying to a question- 
naire about the care they re 
ceived in civilian hospitals, were 
“highly laudatory.” Restrictions on 
the scope of care provided, lack 
of dental care and outpatient care 


were “prominently mentioned,” 
however, Defense acknowledged.

ALSO IN DEFENSE’S report on 
the dependent medicare program: 

Statistics on patients. Some 80 
percent are female, mostly in the 
20-29 year age group. The 20 per- 
cent male patients are mostly chil- 
dren under 14. About 42 percent 
of a sample of 1000 hospital claims 
show that sponsors of patients are 
overseas, on a ship, or otherwise 
living apart from their families. 

Group pressures. Chiropodists 
and osteopaths are among various 
groups wanting to practice their 
specialties under the medicare pro- 
gram. Right now, they are barred. 

Expansion of medicase. Defense 
also notes that retired persons, par- 
ents and in-laws, and other groups 
not now included in the civilian 
hospital coverage want coverage. 
But the report is silent on what 
Defense’s eventual position on in- 
cluding them might be. 

A legislative request next year 
to include dental care in the law 
seems unlikely, in view of the re- 
port’s statement calling for further 





study of the present law.

Previously, the policy was fixed 
in regulations that no summer 
training is necessary to “refresh” 
a two-year man during the same 
calendar year he leaves active 
duty. Thus, some men who leave 
the active service early in the 
year would serve only one two- 
week training tour approximately 
six months before leaving the 
Ready Reserve. 

Defense planners began to ques- 
tion the program when the 30-day 
call-up policy was under consid- 
eration. Their misgivings were 
increased by the uncertainty over 
what will happen to the current 
large pool of non-unit Ready Re- 
servists in the next few years. 
Cutbacks in active Army personnel 
reduce the number slated for later 
Reserve tours. Discharging of low 
1Q men also trims the expected 
future input into the Reserve com- 
ponents. 

. * . 

DEFENSE NOW maintains that 
Army’s Ready Reserve pool might 
drop below the 1,448,000 figure 
which would be vitally needed in 
a mobilization. Spokesmen take 
the position that non-unit members 
do not “earn” early transfer to 
Standby status and should be kept 
in the Ready pool for the statutory 
term of three years. 

If later experience indicates the 
men are not needed, say Defense 
sources, they could be screened 
out then. 

Army leaders feel that their 
“promise” has already been given 
io the serviceman on the question 
of Reserve time. They point out 
that it is not the fault of the Pikes 
Peaker that he cannot participate 
in unit drills.

HOWEVER, if any change is 
made, Army officials say, it should 
apply only to those entering serv- 


ice after the order becomes ef- 
fective. 

Six-month Reservists must have 
a unit affiliation when they first 


enlist. However, they may later 
become Pikes Peakers through a 
change of residence, occupation or 
other causes. Defense has applied 
the same reasoning in their case 





as for the prior-servicemen. 


Full Reserve Term Urged 


However, Army spokesmen point 
out that forcing all six-month 
Pikes Peakers to serve the full 
obligated term in the Ready Re- 
serve would set up an inequity, 
7% years of non-unit service for 
men who enlisted before age 18% 
against 5% years for the older 
group.

THE CUTBACK in ein Army 
strength will see the ground forces 
reduced from 330,000 to 165,000 
over the next five years. This will 
require “premature retirement” 
(the British term for involuntary 
release) for some 3000 career of- 
ficers. 

It will also mean that the Brit- 
ish Army will lose 15 of its tradi- 
tional regiments as it converts 
from, its theoretical regimental 
structure to a brigade structure. 
The new brigade structure (for ad- 
ministrative purposes) will mean 
that there will be 49 regiments and 
three battalions in the administra- 
tive organization of the British 
army instead of the present 64 
regiments and three battalions. 

This same consolidation will be 
extended to other branches of the 
British army, For example, in the 
Royal Tank Corps, 12 regiments 
will be reduced by consolidation 
to six.

some relief. But it looks like a 
bleak Christmas for most. 


What has happened is that these 
men have been caught in a pro- 
visién of the readjustment pay act 
which was designed to prevent pay- 
ment of readjustment pay to men 
who had not committed themselves 
to a military career. 


This provision says that a man 
must have five years in a Reserve 
component before his. involuntary 
release from active duty in order 
to be eligible for readjustment 
pay. 

Most men who now hold Reserve 
warrants — at least those appoint- 
ed since War II and many appoint- 
ed during War II —*were given 
AUS warrants at the time of ap- 
pointment. The Army did not give 
them a chance at a Reserve war- 
rant until the fall of 1952 at the 
earliest. Many did not get a chance 
for a Reserve warrant until 1953. 

« ” « 

RESULT is that, with their Re- 

serve warrants dated in 1953, it 
will not be until the 1958 anni- 
versary of their Reserve appoint- 
ment that these men will become 
eligible — through having five 
years in a Reserve component — 
for readjustment pay. 
This will. be true regardless of 
the number of years of active fed- 
eral service they have served, un- 
less they had “dual status” before 
their appointment as USAR war- 
rant officers by holding a Reserve 
commission. 

Since most of those to be re- 
leased had enlisted service before 
their warrant officer service, most 
can count 12 to 16 years and more. 
This means that figuring W-2 at 
12 years and W-4 at 16 years, most 
men are being threatened with 
losing from $2012.40 to $3744 in 
readjustment pay through no fault 
of their own, since they did not 
have a chance to take a Reserve 
warrant unti] too late for them to 
be able now to qualify under the

“(¢c) the loss of higher rates of 
pension which might have been 
earned by longer service; and 

“(d) the additional difficulties 
in finding employment in civilian 
life, which may result from the in- 
crease in the volume of service re- 
tirements. 

* * 

“THESE FACTORS,” the paper 
continues, “are, in many cases, not 
susceptible of precise evaluation 
and the relative weighting to be 
given to each is a matter of judge- 
ment. Moreover the problem 
varies with the service to which 
the man belongs (the British RIF 
applies to Army, Navy and Air 
Force), his rank and age and the 
promotion and retirement prac- 
tices of his branch.” 


In the British army, men are 
considered: “overage in grade” at 
different ages, depending on the 
form or service in which they hold 
an appointment. Thus in the in- 
fantry a major expects to be re- 
tired at age 45, if he received his 
Regular commission after Nov. 17, 
1949; at age 47 if he received this 
commission before that date. An- 
other example — a colonel. of in- 
fantry would normally expect to 
retire at 52, if he reeeived his Reg- 
ular commission after Nov. 17, 
1949, while he would retire nor- 
mally at age 59 if he were in ord- 
nance.)

HOW MUCH does 
amount to? 


Take a major with 19 years’ 
service for pay purposes: He gets 
a pension of $129.50 a month for 
life, readjustment pay (called a 
terminal grant) of $4662, and a 
capital payment (to make up for 
the fact that he won’t have 24 
years but only 19 years of service 
on which to figure his retired pay) 
of $14,000. 

Involuntary release for a British 
infantry major therefore means 
$18,862 cash and a retirement pen; 
sion of $128.50 a month for the 
rest of his life at age 40. Normally, 
this officer would receive only a 
“service gratuity” (equal to the 
severance pay given Regulars in- 
voluntarily released from the 
American Army before becoming 
eligible for retirement) of $7840.

THE WEEKLY and monthly pen- 
sions being paid may seem low by 
American Army standards. But the 
pay scale of British army members 


| is lower than that of the American 


Army and this is reflected in the 
pensions. The $8.05 pension for 
staff sergeant works out to $104.65 
per quarter. An American ser- 
geant retiring after 17 years on 
42.5 percent of base pay, if this 
were possible, would get $99.45 a 
month, or nearly three times as 
much per quarter. 

The 50 percent reduction in the 
size of the British army means that 
the so-called brigade system of ad- 
ministration will formally replace 
the regimental system. Fact is that 
the brigade system, under which 
several regiments are controlled in 
a Single headquarters, has been. in 
effect since War HI. 

There has been a common-train- 
ing’ station for the several regi- 
ments in one brigade. Now a com- 
mon promotion list, a centralized 
supplies depot and similar ad- 
ministrative functions are set up. 

“ * * 

EACH of the 49 regiments of in- 
fantry will retain its own special 
uniform, history, tradition, ¢olors, 
and so forth. But men as well as 
officers will be assigned among 
the operational (or tactical) units 
of the brigade, not the regiment. 
Also the cap insignia worn by 
members of the brigade will be the 
same, regardless of regiment. Only 
the parachute regiment is exempt 
from the brigade system. 

Consolidation of 30 of the tra- 
ditional infantry regiments into 15 
has caused some fuss. But the 
British seem to have accepted it 
as necessary. 

Basis of the consolidation has 
been three-fold. Some -regiments 
have had a better recruiting rec- 
ord than ‘others. Those with the 
poorer records have’ been com- 
bined. Some regiments have a. his- 
torical connection, one having been 
formed out of a battalion of an- 
other. These are being consolidated 
in some instances.

Converts to Hercules 


FORT BLISS, Tex. — Almost 
daily, at White Sands _ Proving 
Grounds, the new Nike Hercules 
missiles streak skyward toward kill 
points at ranges undreamed of a 
few years ago. 

No known piloted. aircraft can 
evade the Nike Hercules; no 
known weapon at present can de- 
stroy it. 

The Nike Hercules development 
grew out of the Nike Ajax program 
and while there are many technical 
changes in the equipment to ac- 
comodate the more powerful mis- 
sile, the philosophy of operation is 
identical to that of the Nike Ajax 
missile system. In fact, much of 
the tried and proven electronic 
gear of the Ajax is used in the 
more powerful system. 

The. Nike Hercules Division of 
the Army Air Defense School has 
been in operation since last De- 
cember under the guidance of Lt.

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Upgrading Proposed 
For Signal School 


* FORT MONMOUTH, N. J.—A recommendation that the 
Signal School consider “the possibility of offering a program 
of the technical institute type” was revealed this week in a 
published report from the Signal School’s Board of Visitors. 


The recently established Visitors 
Board consists of four prominent 
members in the fiel@ of education 
from the University of Illinois, 
Penn State, Rutgers ‘and the U.S. 
Military Academy. 

The published report said this 
would involve an “experimental 
parallel program involving the de- 
velopment of a strong technical 
institute curricalum of approxi- 
mately 18 months,” which would 
be the equivalent of two academic 
years, 

“Such a program,” the report 
said, “might be started with any 
educational group of 25 students 
or their equivalent. It is sug- 


gested that students who wish to! 
enter this course must have... a} 


good educational background, in- 
cluding high school graduation, and 
that they should also be required 
to remain in service for an ap- 
propriate extended enlistment — 
such as a total of four years. 

“In return for this,” the re- 
port continued, “they would re- 
ceive an education equal to that 
of a technical institute and ex- 
perience in the application of 
this training for at least two 
years,”

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Panama ‘Air Van’ Service Starts 


BROADVIEW, Ill. — For the 
first time, military men on the 
move to or from Panama can ship 
their household goods in “air- 
vans” via Allied Van Lines, the 
company announced this week.

TWO OF THE MOST frequently used 
escape routes from troop duty are State- 
side civilian component assignments and 
overseas military missions. Positions of 
this type should be alternated with troop 
assignments and subjected to rigid con- 
trols, to include a board of officers and 
qualified NCOs. To represent the Army 
one must have an intimate association with 
its core, the foot soldier. 

Recently, severa! directives have been 
issued by higher headquarters requesting 
information on “What Makes a Good Sol- 
dier?” Obviously, those who should be in 
the know do not kndw. Several qualified 
NCO advisers, who have had experience at 
company level, could easily answer this 


question and prevent further such ad- 
ministrative bottlenecks. 

All non-commissioned officers should be. 
assigned combat MOSs and should serve a 
minimum of 50% of their duty with combat 
type units; non-combat type MOSs should 
be reserved for specialists. An NCO not 
willing to accept a combat MOS should be 
converted to a specialist or eliminated 
from the service. i 

As an added incentive, promotions in 
the higher NCO grades should be limited 
to those serving in combat type units. 
Personnel serving in these units have a 
better understanding of the duties of a 
non-commissioned officer and thus are bet- 
ter equipped to lead men.

TO INSTALL a greater sense of respon- 
sibility in the NCO corps, commanders 
should include sergeants major, first ser- 
geants and other key non-commissioned 
officers in their policy meetings. 
consulted in matters of high priority will 
certainly make them feel like a part of the 
team and their advice, derived from a 


close contact with troops, should prove of 
great value. : 

Further, the Army should adopt a sys- 
tem by which enlisted persons would re- 
ceive two types of efficiency ratings — a 
Class I rating for those in combat type 
units and a Class II rating for those in non- 
combat type readiness of the NCO corps.

And, as your article points out, there is apparently no redress, 
and the officer concerned does not even know about an adverse rating 
(and “adverse” under this system could mean what.the rating officer

To be sure, before being eliminated, an officer does have the 
chance of appearing before a board to “show cause” why &e should 
not be eliminated. But how many good officers; rather than go 
through the humiliation of these proceedings, have chosen the easier 
way — resignation or retirement?

AS AGAINST the present Army system, the efficiency reporting 
system of the Ciyil Service is definitely superior as regards fairness; 
and I think the reason is that it does not attempt to squeeze out of the 
efficiency report more than it could possibly produce, considering the 
limitations of human beings. 

Under that system, the only ratings are satisfactory, superior, and 
unsatisfactory. - The last two ratings are given Only after a good deal 
of documentation, and the “unsatisfactory” rating ordinarily leads to a 
hearing for possible dismissal. 

The Army might well adopt auch a system. 

Reclassification of unfit officers under present regulations should, 
of course, be continued. But the unfair and capricious numbers game 
should go out the window. 

Of course this presents the problem of how to select officers for 
elimination when there is a reduction in force. 
in all fairness, is to use a system of seniority, or even simply to draw 


At least such a system would be fairer than the present one of 
branding as inefficient those selected for elimination merely because 
their OEI was not as high as their fellows.

THE WORLD of the mid-century traveling salesman is explored in 

“Say You Never Saw Me,” a new novel by Author Nesbitt. The 
characters are the men whose natural habitat consists of identical hotel 
rooms in Boston, Minneapolis, Houston, KC, Chicago, San Francisco and 
similar nerve centers of American enterprise. The most interesting 
aspect of this story is the background — the constant parade of cities, 
hotels and conventions, where every place is like every other place al- 
though they are thousands of miles apart. The author has a good ear 
for the speech of our contemporary drummers (Scribner’s, $3.95). 

If you like historical fiction, Maurice Druon’s “The Poisoned Crown” 
is for you. It’s the third in a series of novels about the hard-luck kings 
of 14th century France, and it’s written with imagination, clarity and 
brevity. There’s enough intrigue and violence here to make a half 
dozen movies (Scribner’s, $3.50). 

A character resembling Dr. Albert Schweitzer is at the center of 
“The Red Rock Wilderness,” a new novel by Elspeth Huxley (Morrow, 
$3.75). The hero’s attempt to find out what motivates such a man is 
the basis of the story. 

Everything that takes place in “The Comforters,” a remarkably 
good first novel, is calculated to make readers wonder. And most read- 
ers wil] ponder and enjoy this strange story of a nice old lady who runs 
a gang of jewel thieves. The author is Muriel Spark, who has written 
several books of poetry and biography (Lippincott, $3.50). : 

The boudoir (and its substitutes) come in for a super-realistic por- 
trayal in “Love Among the Cannibals,” by Wright Morris. The story 
centers around two war buddies who have become fair-to-middling 
song writers. They take up with a stacked UCLA girl and a sho’nuff 
southern gal who is loaded with larcenous instincts. Parts of the book 
are very funny (Harcourt, Brace). 

Gerald Hanley’s “Without Love” is a novel packed with violence. 
Its hero is a former S.S. man turned Communist. Now he’s in Spain 
working for another, but unidentified, political organization. When his 
conscience finally catches up with him, he has a problem. (Harper.)

First lronclads 


HOW THE MERRIMAC WON, by R. W. Daly. Thomas Y. Crowell, 
New York, 211 pages. $4.

REAK out the muskets and black powder, this one is sure to revive 
some of the issues of the “late unpleasantness between the North 
and South.” 

Professor R. W. Daly’s study of the conditions which surrounded the 
era of the Merrimac and her adversary, the Monitor, is sure to pro- 
voke much comment from the champions of each of the participants 
in the first sea battle between ironclad ships. 

His assignment of a strategic victory to the Merrimac-Virginia and 
the award of the tactical victory ribbon to the Monitor are based upon 
research, not only into the reports of the battle itself, but the effect 
which the mere existence of the Merrimac had upon the planning of 
the entire Union battle campaign prior to March, 1862. 

The carefully documented work has one flaw which may cast a 
shadow on its reliability. Throughout, the author gives the impression 
that the Virginia was created from the Merrimac in Norfolk and that 
the ship operated from there. The fact is that the ship was converted in 
the Gosport Navy Yard, in Portsmouth, Va. The point is easily traceable 
because there has never been a Naval Shipyard in Norfolk. 

The author, an associate professor at the Naval Academy, has writ- 
ten many articles on various Navy subjects.

THE FIRST BOOK OF SUBMARINES, by Capt. J. B. Icenhower. 
Franklin Watts, Inc., N.Y. $1.95. 

When Franklin Watts wanted to cover submarines in one of the 
many “first books,” it turned to a Navy submariner, Capt. J. B. Icen- 
hower, who won many decorations as a sub commander during World 
War II. Icenhower not only knows his subject, he can write about it 
interestingly at both kid-level and for adults. 

Icenhower starts by taking his reader through a typical sub, the 
Sea Witch, to show how a submersible is laid out, how she works and 
what living aboard is like. Then back into history to tell about early 
types and on to the nuclear-powered Nautilus. 

Admirably complementing Icenhower’s text are the sketches and 
diagrams of artist Mildred Waltrip. — JOHN SLINKMAN.

WASHINGTON — Applications 
for Federal Housing Administra- 
tion loans during August involved 
57,500 dwelling units. This is the 


largest volume of applications re- 
ported for any month since June 
955. 


Included in the August applica- 
tions were nearly 22,300 units in 
new one- to four-family homes, an 
increase of 21-percent above the 
July level of 18,400 units. More 
than 28,500 units in existing homes 
were represented in the August 
applications, compared with 27,800 
units in the preceding month. 

Seasonally adjusted, both new- 
and existing-home mortgage appli- 
cations were at their highest levels 
since early fall of 1955. 


The August volume brought the 
total of applications received in the 
first eight months of 1957 to 357,- 
800 units. This compares with 
355,700 units for the same period

Main Street but none had ever 
come along Oakwood Place to Cres- 
cent Avenue and stopped still. We 
were enchanted. 

There were, in fact, lets of dif- 
ferent makes of cars in existence 
by 1900, the year of the first 
national automobile show—there 
at least fifty, but they didn’t all 
get around, The “merry Oldsmo- 
bile” is the oldest name which 
has survived. 

The Olds was a gem. We used 
to watch delicate, Gay Ninety 
ladies (styles hadn’t had time to 
change much) reach over the side 
of the seat and, without isiag, 
crank their runabouts with the 
greatest of ease. Since the early 
days at least 2400 different makes 
have been on the market but only 
nineteen have survived. 

It will be recalled that Henry 
Kaiser tossed $50 million “into the 
automobile pond.” All of which, 
as Kaiser said, “disappeared with- 
out a ripple.” 

This year eyes aiz focused on 
the automobile market. It is 
supposed to reveal the trend in 
all industry. And this year Ford 
chose to make the biggest gamble 
on a “new” model; a quarter of 
a billion dollar gamble on the 
new Edsel. 

“If enough of the six million peo- 
ple who are considered potential 
new car buyers, buy enough Ed- 
sels to make their premiere a 
success there probably are enough 


others who will buy enough of the 
other makes to cheer up some of 
the most pessimistic pundits who 
are looking through somewhat 
darkened glasses at projections on 
the economy chart for the last 
quarter of 1957. 

The latest soundings appear te 
reflect more optimism among the 
auto makers than among business 
men in general. 

No many manufacturers, follow- 
ing the 1929 depression, have had 
the nerve to come out with strictly 
new cars, in the sense that the 
Edsel is new. None of those “ven- 
tures” until 1938 when the Mercury 
appeared, is on the market now. 
So it would appear that the indus- 
try is growing somewhat more con- 
servative. Hence Ford’s- venture, 
the first one of its kind by the Big 
Three since the Mercury, makes 
news. 

In a less uncertain year it 
might seem less venturesome. 
If it succeeds at the start it may 
give a good push, not only te 
the whole automotive industry, 
but to business in general, 





It is believed that plans are 
| underway for the production of 
more than a million and a half 
cars this fall, just about the same 
las produced in the last three 
months of 1956. 

If. these are sold, business will 
breathe a sigh of relief. As the 
Monthly letter of the First Na- 
tional City Bank of New York 
puts it: 

“Such is the importance of this 
industry that a successful recep- 
tion of the 1958 models would un- 
doubtedly have a powerful tonic 
effect on the whole economy.”

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Biz Uncertainty 
Spans an Ocean

iW YORK—Pausing on the rim of Manhattan, en route 
te Europe, this writer detected the faint, hopeful mur- 
mur of Wall Street’s bears. Still fainter, wafted across the 
came a similar sound.

Fundamentally, uncertainty of 
business prospects on both sides of 
the ocean, has something in com- 
mon: reduced Defense spending. 

British bears have been exerting 
a little pressure against sterling, 
first inspired by a threat, later dis- 
sipated, of revaluation of the Ger- 
man mark. 

In this country the stock market 
continued to loaf, waiting, appar- 
ently for future orders especially 
in the automobile market and 
present orders in general to point 
the way upward. 

The current bulletin of the First 
National City Bank puts it this 
way 

‘Linless new orders once more 
rise, backlogs of unfilled orders 
will eventually be depleted and 
output will be forced down to the 
level warranted by new business.” 

Meanwhile the stock market fol- 
lows the crab, ready to ascend or 
descend, which, no man knoweth. 

Inflation we still have with us 
however, which leaves what retir- 
ing Treasury Secretary Humphrey 
and which Under- 


called a “mess” 
secretary Burgess denied was a 
“erisis.” Uncle Sam, like the rest 


of us, is stuck with the high price 
of borrowing, as well as the high 
price of buying. He is blamed for 
buying too much (excessive Gov- 
ernment spending). 

Some blame him, too, for mak- 
ing us all pay more for what we 
buy, though the President thinks 
individuals have helped this pro- 
cess along

CRITICS of the Government, not 
necessarily of this Administration 
alone, this week pulled gut & pre- 
diction made by Professor Ben- 
jamin Andersgn, published as part 
of a suMBostim by the Twentieth 
Ceet Fund, in 1945. 

‘With respect to the interest 
burden on the Government debt,” 


* 


the professor declared—and re- 
member he was writing twelve 
years ago—‘let me say that this 
preblem becomes _ progressively 





worse the longer we delay it. We 





can now (1945) fund the govern- 
ment debt at a modest rate of in 
terest .. . If, however, we wait 
for inflation to come, interest rates 
will rise rapidly and the Secretary 
of the Treasury will sweat blood 
as Treasury bills and certificates 
fall due and as people cash in their 
savings bonds . , .” 

The sorry results of failing to 
follow this advice are obvious, and 
the poor Secretary is now shed- 
ding the predicted blood and 
sweat. As to inflation itself, ap- 
parently it was expected, but was 
it necessary? We admit the Gev- 
ernment can’t stop the consumer 
consuming more than is good for 
the body economic, without restric- 
tive legislation abhorrent to our 
system. 

But there is no merit in encour- 
aging it. As the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Philadelphia remarked in 
its official Bulletin: 

“Some people earnestly believe 
that a little inflation—say 2% or 

% a year—is a sign of prosperity. 
But actually, creeping inflation is 
the pickpocket of prosperity.”’ 

Of course, if orders slacken off 
below estimates, inventories and 
then production will be cut with 
the painful effect on employment, 
and the downward spiral starts.

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Wide-Angle Lenses Gaining 
Popularity With 35mm Fans 


By JACOB DESCHIN ; 


HE LENS that comes with your camera, 44mm to 50mm in focal length on 
35mm miniatures, is considered “normal” and had been taken for granted for 
decades, until recently. It gives an excellent all-round area coverage for most ama- 
teur uses. In recent years, sparked by the professionals—the magazine photographers 
—the opinion has been gaining ground that a 35mm wide-angle ,. 
lens is more satisfactory. otk % 

It offers better visual relationships between objects: and people 
in a picture, the argument goes; it has more inherent depth of field, 
making candids easier to take; and the former disadvantage that 
the wide-angle is slow has been left behind with the introduction 
of 35mm lenses that are as fast as the fast 50mm lenses, 

For most amateurs, the 50mm will continue to be the favored 
normal, but they will be missing extra opportunities to make the. 
most of their hobby if they fail to investigate the possibilities of 
the extra lens or lenses of shorter or longer focal length, provided, 
of course, that their camera permits lens interchangeability. Some 
cameras with fixed lenses may also be adapted for wide-angle or 
telephoto use by the addition of so-called front lens components. PESCHIN 

” . * 

WHAT ARE the special characteristics of the two types of lenses that makes them 
different from the normal 50mm lens? Basically, from a given position, the wide 
angle, as its name indicates, takes in more subject area, and the telephoto takes in 
less. With the wide angle, one can work in close quarters where the normal would 
be inadequate, or cover a larger area than the normal, a valuable advantage in land- 
scape photography for example. 

The telephoto, on the other hand, “reaches out” from a.distance to bring a de- 
sired section of the subject, as a detail in a building or the head and shoulders in a 
portrait, closer to the camera, thus filling the negative with the wanted part of the 
subject 

But there is more to the story than the simple phenomenon of more, or less 
subject coverage. The wide-angle effect in addition shows a more realistic separa- 
tion of people and objects in space, with objects relatively smaller the farther they 
are from the lens. 

The telephoto lens has the opposite effect of the wide angle in this respect. 
It compresses, rather than widens space relationships, as in the example shown 
here, which was taken with a 100mm lens. The cars, although obviously sepa- 
rated by some distance from - ch other, appear toe be actually in a single plane, 
one pasted back of the other. 

That is, with the telephoto, objects in different planes tend to be equal in size, 
thus reducing perspective and falsifying the reality. This effect may be desired to 
achieve a certain result, or inevitable where it is a matter of isolating a distant object. 

There is a misleading notion going the rounds that a wide angle lens distorts the 
subject, but that a telephoto insures against distortion. Actually, both can distort, 
or neither, depending on how close the lens is to the subject, for it is the distance 
of the camera to the subject rather than the character of the lens itself, that con- 
trols perspective. Placed fairly close to the subject, either lens can cause distortion. 

The interchange of lenses is particularly useful in controlling background 
and foreground relationships. Should the background appear t0o small relative to 
the subject when using the normal lens, switching to a telephoto lens and moving 
back will give this result: the subject will be the same size as with the normal lens 
at the closer distance, but the background will be larger; the size differences between 
subject and background will be reduced. 

if the foreground is too large, use a telephoto and move back to make the fore- 
ground objects smaller relative to the background. 

Obviously, the use of a lens of a different focal length from’ that covered by 
the built-in viewfinder of the camera requires a separate finder to show the new 
field.

CAESIOG time is with us again. Time to browse through 
the albums and make a happy readjustment upward as 
catalog values continue their steady climb. 





Volume II of “Scott’s 1958 
Standard Postage Stamp Cata- 
logue” is now available. It covers 
the issues of Europe, Asia and 
Africa. Some 33,588 prices were 
revised in the 1284 pages of the 
new edition—most of them up- 
ward. 

Rising, prices are noted in 
Austria and Italy where similar 
trends were reported last year. 
Israel, Ryukyus, Saar, and Vatican 
City also show many changes, re- 
flecting increased interest in those 
areas. Armenia again suffers the 
most downward price revisions. 

More prices are changed for 
Germany than for any other coun- 
try-—1704. Other countries with 
major changes include: Belgium, 
619; China, 544; Finland, 342; 
France, 1066; Greece, 487; Luxem- 
bourg, 585; Macao, 463; Monaco, 
311; Netherlands, 421; Portugal, 
831; Sweden, 642; and many others. 

Dabblers in the higher-priced 
issues will note a $100 rise in 
Greece #10, the 20-lepta dark 
blue Hermes Head, coarse print, 
which goes from $600 to $700. Also 
up $100 is Belgium’s inverted cen- 
ter of Termonde Town Hall (1920), 
No. 139a, now listed at $1000. 

Forty five items are deleted from 
the new volume. These include 24 
in Armenia, eight in Azores, nine 
in Portuguese India, three in 
Romania and one in Spain. 

Volume II sells for $6. Copies 
can be ordered through the Book

All women who are in the first 
few months of pregnancy should 
request their doctors to vaccinate 
them against Asiatic influenza‘ 
Both they and their unborn off- 
spring need this type of prdtec- 
tion, as they are more vulnerable 
to it than the rest of the popula- 
tion. 

This new type of influenza, which 
originated in the Far East, has be 
come epidemic in many pa 
the world. When it strikes i 
so suddenly, and can affect 
than 20 to 50% of a community. 

The symptoms .are the usual: a 
very sick, weak feeling, nausea and 
vomiting, aching muscles, fever, a 
sore throat and congested nose. 
The acute phase may last less than 
a week but the weakness may con- 
tinue for some timeafterward. ‘The 
mortality rate has been less than 
one in a thousand cases but even 
this “small” number is too great. 

Unfortunately, no presently 
available antibiotics are effective 
against this influenza virus. Nev- 
ertheless, they are important in 
defending the body against compli- 
cations which amay ordinarily fol- 
low, particularly of the lungs: 

The vaccine is safe but because 
this vaccine is prepared from 
fertilized eggs, persons who. .are 
sensitive to chicken, chicken feath- 
ers Or €ggs may have an uncom- 
fortable reaction with sorenéss of 
the arms where the injection was 
made, fever and chills.

If you hear that you can’t blow your old duck or goose call to 


lure birds within gun range this fall, don’t believe it. 


The US. Fish 


and Wildlife Service says it just ain’t true. 


There is a new restriction on use 
of calls, both in the ‘U.S. and 
Canada, and apparently some hunt- 
ers have misinterpreted it. But 
FWS wants it emphasized that the 
ban applies only to electrical de- 
viees or recordings. (You may no- 
tice they’re still being offered for 
sale, however.) 

FWS officials say the deadly ef- 
fectiveness of recorded and ampli- 
fied bird calls, with the threat of 
excessive kills, brought about the 
departmental order, issued Aug. 24. 
A typical method of using an elec- 
tronic call was to record the sounds 
of ducks and geese feeding and 
then to amplify the sound to at- 
tract birds in flight or at rest 
within range of the recording. 

The prohibition affects all mi- 
gratory game birds, and the pen- 
alty is a maximum of six months 
in jail or $500 fine, or both. You 
can still use recordings, however, 
to attract crows or Other unpro- 
tected, nuisance non-game bird or 
unimals, says FWS, provided such 
calls are not banned by state laws 

. - * 

THERE ARE a couple of other 
changes in the basic waterfowl 
regulations this year. 

As most duck and goose hunters 
know, sink-boxes have been out- 
lawed for many yars. This year, 
there’s specific definition of a sink- 
box in the regulations, to let sports- 
men know if the floating devices 
they use in waterfowl hunting fall 
within the illegal classification. 

Also, the prohibition against use 
of live ducks and geese as decoys 
has been broadened to include the 
use of any live birds as decoys in 


the hunting of migratory fowl. 
This brings the U.S. in line with 
Canada, which has had a similar 
restriction for a number of years. 
Hunting Prospects 
Here’s a cross-country rundown 
on hunting prospects for 1957, com- 


piled by the conservation depart- 
ment of Olin Mathieson Chemical 
Corp. (maker of Winchester guns) 
on the basis of reports from 27 
states and Alaska.

Only Alabama 
reports fewer. 

Squirrel—Only Pennsylvania and 
Indiana report a decrease. Ten- 
nessee, Texas, Oregon, New York, 
Missouri, Arkansas report more. 

Grouse—Major grouse states— 
Michigan, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Maine and New York—report an 
increase.
